of security forces in Lavren- 
ty P. Bcria's home republic, 
Georgia, has been fired from 
his job. 


Moscow radio announced the dis- 


missal today. It may be the start 
of a systematic purge of Beria 
lieutenants in key Soviet posts. 


The man fired in Georgia, D. G. 


Dckanozov, had taken his job only 
three months ago. The post is that 
of minister of state security. Mos- 
cow announced in April, when he 
was appointed, that his predeces- 
sor as minister of state security 
had b*cn arrested. 


Dekanozov was a former deputy 


foreign minister of the Soviet Un- 
ion, and once was ambassador to 
Germany. He was made a member 
of the Communist party's central 
committee in 1941. 


Beria himself is awaiting tnal

"Big Three" of the Soviet govern- 
ment until recently.

Alfalfa Crop by 'Hoppers 


By GEORGE PERISHO 


Farm Adviser 


OREGON — What's the trouble 


with my alfalfa? Just like I said 
earlier, if it isn't one thing it's 
another. George Leary of Sinnis- 
sippi Farms. Robert Case of Still- 
man Valley and many others have 
found the brown discoloration of 
the leaves of their alfalfa plants. 
And take it from me, with the 
drouth in the southwest causing 
severe hay shortage in that area 
for the second year in a row, and 
with the aphids taking a large 
percentage of our clover crop, we 
need all the alfalfa hay w» ran 
get. Leafhoppers are causing un- 
limited damage to alfalfa fields in 
Ogle county. 


Ordinarily clipping the hay crop 


regardless of stage will prevent 
further damage and the new crop 
comes back in good shape although 
now, your hay 
small. 
crop would be 


Even the university changes its 


mind when it feels it is for your 
benefit. Just like the corn maggots 
this spring—we used to feel that 
corn will soon outgrow the damage 
caused by them, but this year 
many farmers have experienced a 
severe loss from this insect. And 
so, we recognized the value of 
treating with lindane or aldrin. to 
prevent complete losses to corn 
fields. Now on leafhoppers. we 
have been inclined to discount the 
damage done by them. But with 
the need for every bit of hay in 
sight, we may be financially better 
off to spray to control the leaf- 
hoppers and save a hay crop. If 
you have a severe infestation in 
your alfalfa, it will be well for you 
to consider spraying with 1'^ Ibs. 
actual DDT per acre.

WASHINGTON (^-Secretary of 


Agriculture Benson atarta admin- 
istrative machinery rolling today 
to obtain a government-enforced 
reduction of about 20 per cent in 
next year's wheat crop. 


Such a cutback in wheat produc- 


tion is sought because past big 
crops and a decline in exports 
have resulted in the piling up of 
a surplus depressing prices. 


The secretary arranged to set a 


national planting allotment of 62 
million acres. This compares with 
nearly 77^ million planted for this 
year's crop. The 62 million acre 
figure was set by Congress in an 
amendment to crop control legisla- 
tion which would have permitted 
Benson to cut down to 55 million 
acres. 


The legislation was passed by 


Congress and sent to the White 
House late Tuesday for President 
Eisenhower's signature. The Pres- 
ident promptly approved it. Today 
is the deadline for announcing the 
acreage allotment. 


The allotment figure is of prime 


importance to farmers for it will 
be the basis of rigid marketing 
quotas Benson invoked on July 1. 
There are no wheat quotas now 
and have not been since the 1942 
crop. . 


The allotment will be 
appor- 


tioned among farms on the basis 
of a formula in the crop law. Each 
farm's marketing quota would be 
the amount of wheat grown on his 
assigned acreage. 


Quotas must be approved by at 


least two-thirds of the growers 
voting in a referendum to be held 
not later than Aug. 15. Before then, 
each grower will be notified of 
his planting share. 


Action of Congress in changing 


the minimum allotment from 55 
million acres to 62 million was de- 
signed to make the quotas more 
palatable to growers. 
It simply 


means that they will be asked to 
plant, on the average. 20 per cent 
less wheat instead of 30 per cent 
less. 


All farms with an allotment of 


15 acres or more will be subject 
to marketing quotas.

"Spanish bass,", the South's Num- 
ber 2 salt-water gamefish 'second 
only to the tea trout in pounds 
taken), are nocturnal feeders. 


We went into the lee of an Is- 


land, Ray tossing a mullet type 
surface 
plug, 
and 
your agent 


heaving a gold wobbling spoon. 
I hooked sea trout, a ladyfish, a 
jack crevalle and a few minutes 
later a school of blues slashed 
across the surface. 
It was a real 


picnic. 


When a snook finally hit, he 


was a 
strong one. The 
fish 


grabbed my spoon and walked 
right along the surface with his 
gill flaps wide open. 
He wasn't 


more than a 12-pounder, but the 
line Bnapped like a string. 


Another one broke off before 


I changed spools on my spinning 
reel. I keep thinking that a six- 
pound line is practical for this 
type of fishing, but when I rigged 
up with eight-pound-test no more 
fish popped free. That seems to 
be the right size monofilamcnt for 
all but the largest salt water spe- 
cie*.

Dr. Robert V. Atz, chairman of 


the Macon County Medical So- 
ciety's civil defense committee, 
said the voluntary inoculations 
will begin in Decatur at 10 a.m. 
(CDT) Friday and will continue 
until all are treated. Inoculations 
will begin in rural areas at 8 a.m. 
.Friday. 


-The 11 stations in the county will 
each be manned by a doctor, three 
nurses and six 
non-professional 


volunteers. Dr. Atz said. 
—Inoculation procedures were set 
up Tuesday at a meeting of repre- 
Centatives of the county medical 
group, the Illinois Health Depart- 
ment, and the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. 


The meeting was held after the 


U. S. Public Health Service an- 
nounced in Washington Monday 
that it was sending 133.000 cubic 
centimeters of gamma globulin to 
Macon County for mass inocula- 
tions. 
'Roland R. Cross. Illinois health 
director, said. "There is not an 
epidemic in Macon County but the 
cases could reach the epidemic 
percentage if the current rate of 
increase were projected to the end 
of the poho season." 


Since Jan. 1, Cross said, the 


county has had 15 polio cases and 
three deaths. This is "considerably 
more" than the number of case's 
in the same period last year," he 
said.
